O'Best rang Liverpoo! offi- 
cials who said they would be 
happy to tour in June, if the 
team is free of other com- 
mitments 


The tour is a distinct possi- 
bility because Liverpool is left 
in none of the European com- 
petitions. 


Mr Weinstein said he 
would know by early April 
whether Liverpool will come. 


The mighty English club, 
featuring Kenny Dalglish, 
Graeme Souness, Ray 
Clemence and Emlyn 
Hughes would play four or 
five matches throughout 
Australia. 


lf the tour does not even- 
tuate, the ASF will replace 
Liverpool! with either Boca 
Juniors of Argentina or Fla- 
mengo of Brazil, 


Stars of Boca Juniors are 
Vicente Pernia, Roberto 
Mouzo, Jorge Ribolzi and 
Ernesto Mastrangelo. 


The great Brazilian inter- 
nationals Zico and Paulo 
Cesar play for Flamengo. 

Mr Weinstein has received 
an offer to bring the Victorian 
State team on.a U-S. tour, but 
the terms — accommodation 
and 50% of gate but no air 
fares — mean the tour would 
be uneconomical.

Australian soccer has received yet another 
slap in the face, this time from the committee 
that selected the Age-Caltex Sportsman of 
the Year Award. 


At a time when the Australian under 19s. playing in South America, 
were becoming the-talk of their classmates, having represented their 
country by playing soccer. this sport appears to have again fallen victim 
to discrimination 

At the Sportsman of the Year award presentation soccer wasnt men- 
tioned once. as if it was a forbidden word for the night 


Not even one mention of the sport which gave the young Australians 
the opportunity to get out of the “dictetorship” of “Aussie Rules’ and 
see the world! 


Essendon's Tommy Cumming was one whom the committee, after 
realising he was a soccer player. dropped from the twelve final 
candidates and the. sport was again insulted when they included only 
“footy's” top scorer. 


One fails to see the reason for such an award when an international 
sport like soccer is not even represented among the finalists. 


There is no point naming all the players eligible for the award who 
were pushed aside by the organisers. Not even soccer OFFICIALS were 
invited to the night. 


We could mention the joint PSL top scorers for 1978. Ken Boden 
and Clive Eaton, or the “Sirs” of Australian soccer Jack Reilly and 
Jimmy Rooney each an Australian representative in over 40 inter- I 
national matches. 

lf that’s not an achievement in sport, then what is? 

But that won't do. Soccer in Australia and particularly in Victoria is up 
against it. For example. there is the hard-line Depdftment of Sport which 
is so obsessed with “Aussie Rules” that it tends to forget its actual role 
as a service to all sports. : 

Most of the Department's officials look upon soccer as something of a 
U.F.0.! 

Even now they refuse to see clearly that soccer is played by many 
young Australians and that the code has a bigger following. inter- 
nationally, than any other sport. 

At a time when the State Government is putting such emphasis on 
establishing and increasing tourism in Victoria, “Aussie Rules unknown 
overseas, won't help in the promotion;of this Garden State as a tourist 
attraction. Soccer on the other hand has already put Melbourne on the 
international tourism map. . 

Sa when a youngster sees his schoolmates flying from country to 
country playing soccer. he realises that the most “footy” can offer is a 
trip to Ireland for a game of Gaelic Football with Dr Aylett’s Galahs! 

Then, when the youngster turns to soccer he also realises that the 
code gets pushed around the discriminated against by hard promotion- 
and even laws of another football coda that’s not even nationa!! 

So when we say that the Sportsman of the Year award takes every 
sport into consideration lets also include soccer. 

When we say “fair go,” we must also mean it!

In my 49 internationals spread over seven years, 
/ must have played against 20 different countries 
and toured the world three times. 


wonders on a_ shoe-string 
budget and only just failed to 
qualify for the 1970 World 
Cup finals in Mexico. 

Our next World Cup bid 
was different. The money was 
there for proper preparation 
in our build-up towards the 
1974 World Cup finals, and 
that financial backing was the 
little extra needed to bridge 
the gap between success and 
failure. 

1 believe the 1969 team 
was just as good as the 
1974 side. The 1969 team 
was besten only by poli- 
tics and lack of money in 
its bld to qualify for the 
World Cup. 

But I'm not suggesting the 
1974 team’s task was made 
easy. 

Hard tours have been part 
and parcel of the life of any 
Australian national team. | 
hope this doesn’t sound like 
too much of a complaint but 
it's apparent FIFA likes using 
Australia to solve its prob- 
lems. 

In 1969, FIFA had a touchy 
political problem 
Rhodesia. The African coun- 
try didn’t have diplomatic ties 
with other countries, and 


' FIFA was trying to organise a 


sub-group play off. 

Australia solved FIFA’s 
problem by playing Rhodesia 
twice in Mozambique before 
taking on Israel. This involved 
the Australian team flying 
from Sydney to Mozambique, 
then on to Tel Aviv. 

The second part of this 
journey involved the Austral- 
ians flying halfway around the 
world, from Africa to the 
Middle East! 

And a week before leaving 
Sydney, the Australians had 
been in South Korea for quali- 
fying matches! 

Australia once again 
helped out FIFA by playing 
1978 World Cup qualifying 
matches against Taiwan in 
Fiji. Taiwan was unable to get 
visas for its touring party be- 
cause Australia did not have 
diplomatic ties with Taiwan. 

1 supose it could be taken 
as a compliment that FIFA 
looks toward Australia for 
help. 

During my seven-year stint 
in international football, | 
played under two coaches. 
The first was Joe Viasits. 

‘Uncle’ Joe was a father 
figure to the players. Squad 
members would always do as 
Viasits wanted without Joe 
needing to use harsh words. 
But that doesn’t mean Joe 
was never upset . 

Australia first blossomed 
as a soccer nation under Vla- 
sits. He showed the potential 
was there. 

Viasits’ strength was being 
able to pick the right team for 
a particular game. If a player 
was left out of the team, 
there was a reason, although 
sometimes only Joe knew 
what that reason was! 

But if Joe made a change, 
it always turned out right. 

Viasits’ most rewarding 
game as national coach 
was in 1969, when Aust- 
ralia defeated South Korea 
and won the right to chal- 
lenge Rhodesia and Israel 
for a place in the 1970 
World Cup finals. 

As we were walking off the 
field. | saw Joe approaching.

He was the happiest I'd ever 
seen him. But not a man to be 
carried away, his comment 
was: “Gee, oh gee. Well do- 
ne. 

For those who don’t know 
Viasits, this is his standard 
comment when happy. 

However, it wasn't long 
after that Joe was at his 
lowest ebb during his time 
with the national team. 

When we lost to Israel in 
Tel Avid, he made no com- 
ment. He showed no emotion 
in. front of the players when 
upset; but it was obvious he 
was dejected at the defeat 
which was to cost us a place 
in the 1970 Mexico finals. 

Joe felt like the players djd 
but saved it for the privacy of 
his hotel room. | 

Rale Rasic was the 
second coach of the Austral- 
ian team during my career. 
He was completely different 
to Viasits. 

Rale was a young man in 
a hurry to get to the top. 
His mothods were ruthless 
and often decisions were 
made abruptly. But he 
brought Australia success, 
and no one can argue with 
that. 

Rasic is still the only man 
to take Australia to World 
Cup finals. 

He took over in 1970, and 
my first impression was of his 
tremendous ability to read a 
game. He could sum up a 
match quickly, then give pre- 
cise instructions to players on 
what had to be done and how 
they should do it. 

His training methods were 
different, but basically train- 
ing differs only in application 
from coach to coach. 

Rasic inhereted a good, 
solid and experienced squad 
on which he could build, but 
I'm not suggesting that it was 
any easier for him. 

A big different between 
Rasic and Viasits was their 
attitudes to the media. 
Rale has always been pub- 
licity-conscious, whoreas 
Joe: didn’t use the media 
machine at all. 

Whenever TV cameras 

were around the Australian 
team they elways seemed to 
find Rasic. 
. Any publicity about ‘Uncle’ 
Joe and his national team 
was generated by the media 
itself. 

As | said last week, | will 
soon name the best Australia 
team during my era. 

‘There are players who 
aren't included, but who 
could have forced their way 
into my best-ever line up. | 
hope | don't offend any of my 
former team mates, but this is 
my personal opinion: ‘

Six mornings a week | 
pounded the streets of Parra- 
matta, clocking up 40 miles 
each moming. 

| was training with St 
George four nights a week, sq 


as you can imagine, | was 


pretty fit! 

It was my fitness which 
allowed me to continue in 
international football longer 
than | had anticipated. 

Australia’s loss to Dundee 
paved the way for my return 
to the national team. Coach 
Rasic rang me and asked 
would | like to return. 

| didn’t need a second in- 
vitation! 


My first game back was 
against Wolves of England in 
Melbourne. We won the 
game 1-0. 


My next match in Austral- 
ian colors was against Santos 
of Brazil, which features the 
great Pola. We drew the 
game 2-2. 


Many people ask me how. 
many goals did | score for 
Australia, After seven years, 
they say, | must have knocked 
in a few. | remember well, 
and can tell you exactly haw | 
scored my only one. 


@ Next week I will tell of 
the conversations [| had 
with Gerd Mueller, Franz 
Beckenbauer and many 
other top players during 
the 1974 World Cup finals. 

Also | will reveal how | 
felt returning to my former 
homeland to be hero-wor- 
shipped.

OUR GRIPE 
WITH FIFA: 
WEINSTEIN 


Australia should not 
have been required to play 
the world youth 
championship qualifying 
series in Paraguay, tour 
leader Michael Weinstein 
said this week. 


“Our only gripe with FIFA,” he 
said. 


“After having won the Oceania 
qualifying round, we should not 
have had to play a further quali- 
fying series against Paraguay and 
Israel.“ 


Mr Weinstein, chairman of the 
VSF and vice-presicent of the 
ASF, said many reports printed in 
Australian newspapers while the 
under-19 team was away. were 
highly exaggerated and in- 
accurate 


‘The Paraguay FA did every- 
thing possible to make us com- 
fortable. We stayed in a first-class 
hotel and the food was excellent. 
Everything was equal to or better 
than the facilities we provide for 
teams visiting Australia. 


“The reports about the sub- 
standard hotel which we occupied 
concerned only one day. 


“We arrived one day earlier 
than we were supposed to be- 
cause in making arrangements for 
our visit. the authorities had not 
taken into consideration the exist- 
ence of the International Date 
Line 


“When we arrived at the hotel, 
there was no-one there to meet 
us. So | booked us into a luxurious 
hotel overnight and the next day, 
the Paraguayan FA sent us to an- 
other hotel. 


‘However, the air-conditioning 
there was not working and within 
24 hours, the FA had shifted us 
into another. first-class hotel. 


“| understand many of the 
players complained about 
cockroaches, The factis, Para- 
quay is as full of cockroaches 
as Australia is full of flies and 
mosquitoes. Seccer players 
touring overseas simply must 
be prepared for such things — 
and worse. 


"They have to leam to play 
under any conditions and in any 
part of the world. They must be 
prepared to beat the weather the 
ground, the crowds and the refer- 
ees, for there is no denying that 
there is such a thing as a home- 
town referee. 


“However Paraguay was @ 
worthy winner in this tournament 
and our boys were not disgraced 
in losing to them 0-2 and 0-3. and 
the Paraguayans had beaten Uru- 
quay 5-0 and. Brazit 4-0 in earlier 
rounds.

The Australian under-19 team’s 
visit to Paraguay was a disaster from 
start to finish. 


Before the team returned to Australia, 
/ discovered that: 


@ Many players believed that the training sessions 
were too strenuous and that they would have per- 
formed much better had training been lighter; 


@ Many suffered from strength-sapping diarrhoea 
— a result of unaccustomed food, water and climate; 


@ There were some nasty clashes at training-be- 
tween players — including Craig Hall and tan 
Rowden, and coach Rudi Gutendorf; 


Players were generally unhappy with what they 
claimed was an inadequate food supply; 

® Gutendorf allegedly told the squad that only 
one player — goalkeeper Greg Woodhouse — 
would be considered for Australia’s ‘A’ team when it 
is picked. | 


At the time | was assigned to cover the Austral- 
ians’ tour for “Soccer Action’’, | was told that the 
young Socceroos had been showing tremendous 
form in trial matches at home. 


Then came the news from colleagues in Rio de 
Janeiro that the Australians had shown some ex- 
ceptional ability in beating a second-string Fla- 
mengo side 3-2.

1 therefore found it hard to believe that the team | 
finally saw here in Asuncion was the same one that 
had been so enthusiastically praised. 


Eddie Krncevic, who had been built up as a stri- 
ker of phenomenal class, could not do a thing right. 
George Christopoulos, who was supposed to be 


an outstanding libero, was nowhere near what {had . 


expected. Apparently he was one of the players who 
was suffering from digestive disorders. 


The entire attack was non-existent, although 
young Peter Tredinnick did show glimpses of 
form. 


The midfield was only mediocre, the defence 
made too many mistakes. Only Woodhouse in goal 
showed any class. 


There seemed to be little spark, little enthusiasm 
in the players. They looked as if they were tired 
before they even went onto the pitch. 


Indeed, many of them complained about the con- 
stant heat and humidity, which made it very difficult 
to sleep. 


Others complairied that they had to get up at 6 
am for training, because it was too hot to train later 
in the day- 


And there were the early experiences — an abys- 
ma! motel which had cockroaches crawling through 
it and perhaps the worst training ground in all of 
Paraquay.

ONLY WOODHOUSE 
GOOD ENOUGH?

Had it not been for Gutendorf’s constant com- 
plaining, these matters might not have been recti- 
fied. 


The players respected Gutendorf for his thorough- 
ly professional approach to his job and his deter- 
mination to have things done the way he wanted 
them to be done. 


Unfortunately, many of the players did not 
show the same professionalism. 


They were also bitter about the amount of hard 
training they had to do and the fact that there was 
little let-up. 


Much of this training was under Gutendorf's as- 
sistant, Joe Viasits, 


As the days wore on, heated arguments broke out 
among players and between players and coach. One 
player remarked: “We are all getting sick of each 
other.” 


The first blow-up had been in Rio. A colleague | 
spoke to there by phone told me that Gutendorf and 
team masseur Peter van Rijn had clashed openly. 
it had been so bad that van Rijn wes on the verge of 
going back to Australia. 

After the last game against Paraguay, the team 
was allowed out “on the town” and | hear that at 
least one player was collared by Gutendorf for 
having “over-indulged”. 

Australia ended up finishing last in the 
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With all respect to everyone concerned, 
the results achieved by our under 19 team in 
Paraguay were simply not good enough. 

We had a better team than the results indicate 
but apparently that team did not perform. 


The players were given 
more intensive preparation 
than any other Australian 
team in the past. 

Coach Rudi Gutendorf 
gave the boys his undivided 
attention and provided them 
with all the help possible. 

His assistants also helped 
the boys and the accom- 
modstion and other facilities 
were first-class. 

There is not one thing that 
the players have a right to 
complain about. 

However, before they left, 
the players were elevated toa 
much higher position than 
they were entitled to. 

All the talk in the Press 
turned these boys into 
dreamers. They no longer 
had their feet on the 
ground, 

My advice to them is to 
wake up and start living in 
reality once again 

We can’t defend the play- 
formances in Paraquay, the 
they offer, because if we do, 
they will probably start think- 
ing that second best is good 
enough. 

In the light of their per- 
formances in Parguay, the 





financial demands made by 
some of the players at club 
level are absolutely laughable 
signing on fees of $6000. 
wages of $200 a week, and 
so on 

Getting back to the 
excuses offered for the bad 
performances — heat, travel, 
bad food. bad accom- 
modation etc they are 
simply not good enough. 

These problems have long 
been experienced by Austral- 
ian teams overseas. 

In Vietnam, for example, 
5000 spectators were in- 
volved in an all-in brawl! in a 
friendly game. Our players 
were punched and kicked and 
had bottles thrown at them. 
The temperature was 45 
degrees and the ground was 
as hard as concrete. 

In South Korea and Iran we 
encountered fiercely partisan 
crowds and biased referees. 

At training in Korea. we 
faced nasty psychological 
ploys, like being surrounded 
by policemen with machine 
guns all the time 

We were never detained at 
Soeul airport when we came 
for friendly games, but when

Uniformity 
needed 


There was much con- 
cern at the start of the 
South Australian Ampol 
Cup series about whether 
West Adelaide and Adel- 
aide City would field their 
best teams. 


There was criticism lev- 


elled at both clubs for alle- 
gediy putting out second 
String teams. but if they were 
expected to field their best 
possible players. wouldn't 
one also expect that only the 
best referees be used? 


This has not been the case. 


In the opening round of the 
Philips League last year, a 
player was cautioned for kick- 
ing the ball two or three yards 
out of place when a free kick 
was awarded. 


During the Ampol Cup | 
witnessed a player kicking the 
ball six times over 15 metres 
after the whistle had gone for 
a free kick, yet he was not 
even warned. 


If we expect players to co- 
operate with referees. the ref- 
ereeing must be uniform. 


We cannot have a situation 
in which a player takes ad- 
vantage of a referee and is 
allowed to get away with it, 
but in the next match is 
shown the yellow card for the 
same transgression 


There must also be closer 
co-operation between the ref- 
eree in the middle and his 
linesmen. 


In one incident} witnessed, 
the linesman informed the 
referee of a foul, but the refer- 
ee gave the free kick the op- 
posite way. How does this 
make the linesman look in the 
eyes of the public? 


Even if the linesman makes 
a mistake. the referee should 
show more respect for him. 
for they are team mates, after 
all 


When the Philips League 
kicked off in 1977, it was 
clear the referees were going 
to apply very strict discipline 
Ten yards off the ball was en- 
forced at al} times, kicking the 
ball away after the whistle 
was punished with a yellow 
card) as was handling the 
ball. 


Today we can see players 
catching the ball in midfield 
without being punished! 


Referees must return to the 
hard line they took at the 
start to remove all confusion 


They and the clubs them- 
selves must alse move now 
to stamp out the hooligan 
element among the players. 
for the game will suffer a 
great deal from the presence 
of this element. no matter 
how small it is.

The Philips League must take max- 
imum advantage of television cov- 
erage of games in 1979. 


The 0-10 network has at last agreed to continue 
covering the league’s games, but only after much 
hesitation by the TV station. 


The Philips League cannot 


afford to lose its television, 


outlet which is so Vital to its 
owr image and so important 
to its sponsors. 

One of the major. attrac- 
tions to. the club sponsors is 
the advertising they get from 
the televised games 

Dunlop, Alitalia, JAT Air- 
lines, Tooth and Co., the 
various car companies and 
even Philips itself, would not 
be at all pleased to lose tele- 
vision exposure. 

To lose these sPonsors 
would be a disastrous 
blow at this stage of the 
league's development. 

Although 0-10 has hesi- 
tantly agreed to go ahead 
again this year, television sta- 
tions, ever conscious of rat- 
ings, have been known to 
cancel programs suddenly. 

The number one priority 
facing the league and the 
0-10 network is to bring 
more drama and atmosphere 
to the televised games. 

One way to do this would 
be to stop putting the 
cameras on the main stands 
at Bruce Stadium in 
Canberra. the International 
Sports centre, in Newcastle 
and Olympic Park in Adelaide. 

It may be more con- 
venient to film from the 
roof of the stands, but itis 
disastrous for the tele 
vision viewer who gets 
only a view of the empty 
or half empty terraces on 
the other side of the field. 

Most of the spectators are 
in the stand, but we seldom 
see them. 


Even a 15,000 crowd at 
Newcastle shrinks to total in- 
significance on television be- 
cause of this problem. 

The cameras need to be 
continually picking up the 
crowd in the background. 

Then the sound recordists 
must make sure that we hear 
the noise that they are mak 
ing 

it is amazing how the pres- 
ence of spectators and their 
noise brings atmosphere and 
tension into your living room 
via the television set. 

It is just as alarming how 
the absence of them can 
dampen even the best game 
of televised soccer. 

The league must also 
endeavor to stop inexpert 
commentators being used 
for the televised games. 

Some of these people, 
top men in their own spe- 
cialised field, usually 
newspapers, do not handle 
this medium well because 
of lack of familiarity with 
it. 

The league cannot afford to 
let them gain experience on 
the job, because their 
chances to do commentary 
work are too sporadic and it 
would take them years to 
become expert com- 
mentators. 

One man, or at most two 
should be used. These men 
should be proven experts with 
a knoweldge of soccer and 
television commentaty. 

Australians watch top tele- 
vised soccer from overseas 
and set their standards ac- 
cordingly. They will not toler- 
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JOHNSON 


ate low-standard coverage, 
and why should they? 

For soccer to win more 
spectators and for the 0-10 
network to gain better ratings 
for its soccer show, it must do 
something about this prob- 
lem. 

The gains for both parties 
are potentially tremendous. 

An expert, entertaining 
sporting program showing ex- 
citing soccer coverage has a 
huge potential audience. 

Pre-game televised shots 
of the players in the dressing 
room or hotel, plus interesting 
interviews with soccer people 
and perhaps famous specta- 
tors spotted at the games can 
be done without taking up 
much time, yet add interest 
and drama. 

Our huge playing 
pitches do not enhance 
soccer as a spectacle on 
television. 

Big pitches tend to pro- 
duce a slow game, with much 
of the activity in the middle of 
the field. 

Smaller pitches produce 
more .goalmouth action which 
is where most of the ex- 
citement is. 

- Recently | spoke with the 

groundsman at Barton Park, 
St George BSC’s new sta- 
dium’ in Sydney. 

He proudly pointed to the 
huge playing area which he 
said was 130 yards long by 
BO yards wide 

The maximum soccer pitch 
size allowed is 130 yards x 
100 yards, and many of our 
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fields such as Melbourne's 
Middle Park, Sydney's Sports 
ground and those mentioned 
previously approach this size. 

These fields are far too big 
for our warm climate and for 
part time players. 

They often produce 
slow motion soccer that 
can be fatal for television. 

Contrast the size of the 
pitches in London: Highbury 
(home of Arsenal) 110 x 71 
yards; Upton Park (West 
Ham) 110 x 70; White Hart 
Lane (Spurs) 110 x 73; Shep- 
herd’'s Bush (Queens Park 
Rangers) 110 x 72. 

These pitches are used by 
full time professionals playing 
in a cool climate and they 
produce the goalrnouth ex- 
citement that has made Eng- 
lish television programs such 
as the ‘Big Match’ and ‘Match 
of the Day’ become watched 
by huge audiences through- 
out the world. 


Soccer in Australia needs 
to win a mass audience. 

It can do this if it can enter- 
tain uncommitted people. 


Success on television is 
now the number criterion for 
a mass-audience sport. 


The Philips League bosses 
have many problems on their 
plate, but they cannot afford 
to give television of their 
games the low priority it has 
received to date. 


Without television you are 
nothing.

Television sustains Aussie

Those were days of 
Struggle and hardship, with 
most of Hakoah’s immigrant 
players having trouble getting 
away from their jobs on Sat- 
urdays in time for the kick-off. 

Hakoah’s early activities 
were nipped in the bud with 
the outbreak of World War Il. 

The life and death struggle 
against the totalitarian 
menace saw most of the 
club's members enlist in the 
armed forces, while the 
others formed wartime teams 
in conjunction with focal 
Greek and Italian settlers, 
playing occasional matches 
against Australian service- 
men’s teams. . 

There was even an inter- 
national flavour to these fix- 
tures, with several Hakoah 
players taking part in a mem- 
orable match against an ac-

Hakoah was reborn on a 
properly organised basis after 
the war when two teams 
were entered in the Sydney 
Metropolitan League. 

The new president of the 
club was Dr G. Goldberg 
{1946), later succeeded by 
Hans Klimt, Henry Stry- 
kowski and Fritz Weiss. 

Successes on the field led 
to promotion into Second 
Division, serving first notice 
on the soccer authorities that 
Hakoah was to become a 
power in Aussie soccer. 

Being president at that 
time had its onerous side, 
such as collecting the dirty 
gear after each match and 
taking it home for the club's 
“first lady” to wash — and 
there were no washing ma- 
chines to do the work, either. 

But involvement with the 
club had its rewards too, in 
the form of companionship 
and a strong team spirit, 
which could serve as an 
example to many of today’s 
pampered stars, here and 
overseas. 

Most of the Hakoah social 
life centred around a rumpus 
room in the back of a private 
cottage in Penkivil Street, 
Bondi ~ a far cry from today’s 
multi-million dollar premises 
at Hail Street. 

Hakoah's successes multi- 
plied on the playing field. 
Having won Second Division, 
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the Jewish club was pro- 
moted into the top grade of 
the Metropolitan League — 
followed by the big break- 
through of 1954. 

In that year Hakoah was 
accepted into the Southern 
League of the NSW Soccer 
Association and was led into 
a new era by a new president, 
Adi Ert. 

. Unwittingly, the NSW As- 
sociation also sowed the 
seeds of its own destruction 
by this move. 

The “establishment” had a 
tight grip on the adminis- 
tration of the game in NSW, 
with a strict rule of no promo- 
tion from or relegation to the 
Southern League, which was 
in effect the Second Division 
of the State League. 

In 1954 Sydney Austral 
won the Southern League, 
followed by Prague in 1955 
and finally Hakoah in 1956. 

By that time. Austral and 
Prague were, somewhat 
begrudgingly, accepted into 


the State League.

grand final but was denied 
the opportunity to advance 
into the higher grade. 
incensed by the Associ- 
ation‘s dacision, Hakoah 
president Walter Ster- 
nberg and other leading 
members of the Blue-and- 
White outfit were in- 
strumental in the forma- 
tion of the breakaway 
NSW Federation of Soccer 
Clubs, which revolution- 
ised the game in Australia. 
- Those were heady days, 
with Hakoah hitting the front 
from the start by winning the 
pre-season Kennard Cup 
competition (later to become 
the Ampo! Cup) in 1957. 
Honor followed honor from 
then on, Hakoah capturing 
the Ampol Cup, Federation 
Cup, premierships and 
championships, Interstate 
Ampol Cup, two Australia 
Cup competitions and the 
State Cup through the years. 
Its greatest achievement 
was in 1968, when the 
Jewish club set a record 
which will be hard to equal.

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SYDNEY City 
Soccer Club faces a 
big job in selling its 
new identity to the 
Australian sports 
public, the club’s 
vice-president and 
soccer director, 
Andrew Lederer, 
said this week. 


However, he sees the 
decision in favour of the 
change as just another 
symptom of the club’s tradi- 
tion of progressive planning 
for the future. 

“In 1979. we aim to con- 
tinue to progress and not 
rest on our laurels. The 
name change imposes an 
additional burden on our or- 
ganisation — quite apart 
from doing’ well on the field 
of play,” Lederer said. 

“Hakoah has always 
played a leading role in 
the evolution of Austra!l- 
ian soccer. 

“It was in this tradition 
that our president, Frank 
Lowy, with his usual deter- 
mination and drive, was in- 
volved in the establishment 
of the PSL from its in- 
ception.” 

Lederer said that when 
Hakoah’s membership de- 
cided to change its name to 
Sydney City “it was not in- 
tended that we would lose 
our devotion and loyalty to 
Hakoah in any way’. 

“The decision was taken 
because it was felt this 
would open the gate to 
more progress, he emphea- 
sised. 

“The Board of Directors 
considered that with 
Sydney City. as our name 
we would be able to attract 
additional supporters with 
ethnic backgrounds, as well 
as the fair dinkum Aussies 
who are interested in soc- 
cer. 

“Regardless of the name 
of the club, we are all Aus- 
tralians and want to play as 
big a part as possible in in- 
tegrating all nationalities.” 

Lederer acknowledged 
that merely changing the

In that memorable 1965 _ 


season Hakoah won every 
trophy for which it com- 
peted — the Ampol Cup, 
the Interstate Ampol Cup, 
league premiership, league 
championship and the 
Australia Cup. 

For good measure, the 
Australia Cup final was 
fought out against Melbourne 
Hakoah, keeping the affair “in 
me tamuly . 

The stars of Hakoah’s mag- 
nificent 1968 achievements 
were fan Hillsdon, Alan 
Marnoch, Ray Baartz, 
Peter Fuzes and Robert 
Fekete. 

They were coached to their 
triumphs for former English 
international Doug Holden, 
who was earlier a brilliant 
left-winger with Hakoah. 

The quality of that team 
was the natural succession to 
the standards set from the 
late fifties. 

While Hakoah was formed 
as a vehicle for providing an 
outlet for the sport instincts 
of young Jews in Sydney, 
with characteristic single- 
mindedness the Blues’ lead~- 
ership set about building a 
top flight professional team 
as they advanced up the 
ladder of success. 

‘Walter Sternberg, Ben 
Nathan, Kari Rodny, Mau- 
rice Pozniak and Sar Fis- 
Eman were the men at the 
helm during these years of 
triumph and = constant 
struggle to improve. 

Under Sternberg’s guid- 
ance the foundations were 
daid for the greatest boom in

Australian soccer. when — in 
asociation with Prague and 
Sydney Austral — a group of 
brilliant professional soccer 
players were enticed from 
Austria, Holland and Israel to 
play with the Sydney clubs. 

These actions led to 
Australia’s suspension from 
FIFA but also launched the 
greatest boom soccer has 
ever had — or is likely to have 
— in this land. 

Tens of thousands flocked 
to first-class matches each 
week attendance records 
were broken with mono- 
tonous regularity and on one 
memorable occasion 4 
floodlit Ampol Cup double- 
header in Sydney saw some 
two dozen first division Eu- 


ropean players paraded by 
the four teams between 
them, 

Hakoah was in the thick 
of things, fielding in 1961 
and 1962 what was ar- 
guably the best club side 
yet seen in Australia. 

It included Scottish World 
Cup star Jock Aird, Austrian 
ball artists such as Victor 
Mach, Heinz Wenz, Adolf 
Blutsch, Peter Hrncir and 
Karl Jaros, brilliant Israelis 
Rafi Levy and Gerry Chaldi, 
one of the best Australian 
players ever produced in Rey 
"Whoopee" Neal and the 
unsung but nonetheless first 
rate half back, New Zealand 
international Ron Kearns. 

And there were more to

such as Heinze Dolezal from 


. Austria, Matt Woods from 


the English First Division, Leo 
Baumgartner and Herb 
Ninaus who transferred to 
the Blues after first making 
their mark with Prague. 

In an outward-tooking pol- 
icy. Hakoah also established 
strong links with out neigh- 
bours in New Caledonia, 
paying two visits to the 
French island and bringing 
over two of their palyers, 
Mark Biciw 
Ataus, to improve their 
soccer by playing against 
Australia’s very best. 

Atoua, in particular, pet- 
formied well, becoming a re- 
liable member of the all-con- 
quering 1968 squad. 

One shouldn't forget big 
Billy Hume from New Zea- 
Jand, or former British stars 
Trevor and David Edwards. 
Then there was Scottish stri- 
ker Jim Christie and SBrazi- 
lian wizard Aggle Muniz, 

The list is almost endless. 

While by this time the 
criginal ideal of an ail- 
Jewish team was an im- 
possibility, several out- 
standing Jewish players — 
apart from the two Israciis 
— played in Hakoah colors. 

Former Hungarian First 


Division star with MTK Bud- 


apest, Jules Forgacs, played 
@ prominent part in early Fed- 
eration successes. 

On the other hand Peter 
Fuzes and Robert Fekete 
came to prominence through 
the club’s junior ranks. 

Fuzes went on to become 
Australia’s goalkeeper against 
Scotland in the late sixties, 
but the undoubted favourite 
of Hakoah fans was — and 
still remains to this day — 
Robert Fekete. 

Quiet and unassuming, he 
virtually had to be pushed 
into the first team, taking the 
place of the great Leo 
Baumgartner, but then went 
on to a long and distinguished 
career which was 
maturely ended by an acci- 


*- dent at work. 


Prominent and capable 
coaches were in charge of 
Hakoah’s efforts through the 
years, such as the first full- 
time manager ever to be em- 
ployed by an Australian club,

West Adelaide’s midfield ace Peter 
Boyle has dumbfounded opponents 
and astounded fans with the amount 
of running he does during a game but 
his legs are far from being the most 
over-worked part of his body. : 


Watch Boyle closely during a game and you'll find 
it's his jaw that never stops moving! 

The 27-year-old Scot, who like many of his coun- 
trymen has the gift of the gab, shouts almost non- 
stop on the field. 

“! quess I'm an over-enthusiastic shouter,” said 
Boyle. “It's a natural thing that developed early in 
my career and it’s a very important part of my game. 

“It stems from wanting to stay involved, but it 

. also helps my concentration tremendously. It helps 
me tick over, keeping me in second gear so to speak 
when I’m not in the play.” 

The volume at which Boyle shouts could easily 
overawe or “psyche out” an opponent but this isn’t 
intentional. 

“When | was playing with Clyde in the Scottish 
First Division,” said Peter, “we often had large 
crowds. Rangers and Celtic have big followings and 
a few other clubs draw fair-sized crowds. 

“To make yourself heard in front of a big crowd 
you have to*shout quite loud. | was doing this but 
never lost the habit of shouting loud when Clyde 
was relegated to the Second Division and played in 
front of smaller crowds.” 

But ‘Motor Mouth’ Boyte has run into trouble with 
his shouting. 

“John Margaritis (coach of Fitzroy Utd, who 
coached West Adelaide last season) wanted me not 
to speak on the fietd,” said Peter with a laugh, realis- 
ing how impossible that would be for him. “He said 
my shouting was an affliction and | should try to rid 
myself of it.” 

Boyle said Margaritis restricted him in other 
ways. 

“John wanted me to play in a particular araa 
of the park,”’ said Pater, ‘‘and not venture to 
any other part of the fiold. This didn't suit me 
one bit. 

“As for my shouting, John soon found | couldn't 
stop. I'll admit | sométimes overdo it but it's some- 
thing that helps me and is part of my make up.” 

Surprisingly, Boyle rarely gets into trouble with 
referees because of too much talk. 

"| hardly ever direct abuse at a referee,” said 
Boyle. "A player can only lose by disputing decisions 
and back-chatting referees. In 1978 | was booked 
three times but only once for dissent. 

“| shout at team-mates. giving them advice and 
spurring them on.” 

While Margaritis frowned on Boyle's shouting, 
Wests’ championship-winning coach Jim Adam, 
now coach of APIA, took a completely different 
view. 

“Jimmy encouraged me to do a lot of talk- 
ing,” said Peter. “‘Ha also gave me more free- 
dom on the fiald. 

“Jim allowed the players to move as they saw fit 
within his formation.” 

Boyle praised Adam who transformed West Adel- 
aide from a mid-table outfit into a powerful league 
leader. 

“We went from strength to strength under Jim- 
my,” said Peter. “He has a deep knowledge of 
soccer but is excellent at motivation.

“No mater how badly someone might be playing, 
Jim would find something in the player's game that 
he was doing well. He would praise the player for 
this, which did a tremendous amount to lift and 
maintain confidence 

“Adam had a way with the players at West 
Adelaide. You could feo! it just prior to a game 
when Jim would go around to each player and 
have a quick word. The team would come to- 
gether, and an incredible spirit was created.”’ 

Boyle added Adam had a settling affect on the 
whole club. 

“Jim didn't upset too many people with his style,” 
said Peter. “The club ran very smoothly during the 
time he was there.” 

Adam left West Adelaide at the end of last season 
after contractual disagreements, and has been re- 
placed by Tom Forde. > 

Boyle believes the arrival of Forde will see West 
Adelaide develop into a more tactical team. 

“From what I've heard,” said Peter, “Tom is an 
excellent coach. I've been training with him only 
a month, so it’s too early for mé to analyse his style. 

“He's a former Irish international and has had a 
lot of experience.” 

Boyle said Wests would start working on tactics 
within a week. 


"Tom has said he will devote a fair amount of 
time to tactics,” said Peter. “Players will know ex- 
actly what they are to do and what their team-mates 
should be doing. 


“Hakoah (now Sydney City) impresses me as a 
tactically good team. Each player of Hakoah seems 
10 know what move the other will make.” 


Boyle said Adam didn’t spend too much time on 
tactics and that Australian soccer was weak if this 
department. 


The agile Scot, prone to tangue-in-cheeek hu- 
mour, was born on March 24, 1951, ina village near 
Motherwell. 


He played with his village team before join- 


ing junior club Larkhill Thistle. In his one 


season with Larkhill, Boyle scored 40 goals, 
playing as a striker. 

The junior leagues are a step below the Scottish 
professional ranks and Boyle was obviously ready 
for the big time. 

He joined Clyde, which was then in the Second 
Division. In his first season with the club, Boyle 
scored 29 goals as Clyde won the championship and 
was promoted to play alongside Rangers, Celtic, Hi- 
bernian. Aberdeen and the other big Scottish clubs 
in the First Division. 

In his first year in the top flight, Boyle grab- 
bed 20 goals as Clyde hung onto its place in the 
First Division. ? 

During Boyle’s four-year stay with Clyde, he was 
coached by the fate Archie Robertson, for whom 
he has the greatest admiration. 

“1 owe all my success to Robertson,” said Boyle 
emphatically. “Everything | have achieved in the 
game has been due to him. The influence he had on 


*me as a player was great and he laid the foundations 


of my careerin soccer.” 

Robertson died last year. 

Clyde was relegated after its second season in the 
First Division when the new-style Premier League 
was introduced. 

The top 10 teams qualified for the Premier 
League but Clyde finished 16th in the 18-team lea- 
gue. 
“It was then the rot started at Clyde,” said Boyle 
“The following season we were relegated from the 
new First Division to the Second Division and | de- 
cided I'd had enough. | wasn’t prepared to play in 
the Second Division.” S 

But Boyle had already decided to quit Scottish 
soccer two months before the end of his last season 
there. His brother had been in Australia, shopping 
around for a club. 

Boyle ended up at West Adelaide. 

“In Australia | could earn more than in the 
top Scottish league,” said Peter. 

But Boyle’s introduction to Australia wasn't as 
smooth as he had hoped. He was unemployed for 
nine months. 


“| place great importance on my profession,” said 
Peter. ‘| was never a full-time pro in Scotland be- 


cause | was studying to become a metallurgist. 


“| had seen too many pros on the way down with 
nothing to fall back on. | made up my mind to get a 
profession to safequard my future.” 


Boyle now holds a position with Mason and Cox. 


Boyle. in his second year in Australia, has with 
him his wife Pat and five-year-old daughter Karina. 


His switch to midfield came after he joined West 
Adelaide. 

ylt was just 2 case of the team being short of 
midfielders,” said Peter. “l had played in the middie 
On occasions in Scotland, so | moved into that posi- 
tion for Wests 


“But now | prefer midfield. | like to be involved. as 
much as possible, and midfield is where the action 
is.” 


Asked to compare the standards of Australian and 
Scottish soccer, Boyle said West Adelaide would do 
well in the Scottish league. 

“West Adelaide would finish high in the Scottish 
First Division,.” said Boyle. “We play a British style 
and could match the Scottish sides for skill. 

“But our endurance wouldn’t be as good. A 
season of heavy grounds, a more physical style and 
more games: would tell on West Acelaide. 

**However, the Premier League is still a long 
way ahead of the Philips Leaguoe.”’ 

At the time we went to Press, Boyle hadn't signed 
with West Adelaide but hoped to overcome the 
problem. 

“I'm negotiating for a new contract,” said Boyle, 
“The one | signed two years ago has expired, and 
the club and | are having talks. 

“| want to stay with West Adelaide. | hava a 
good job here and I'm enjoying my soccer. Last 
week we played Adelaide City and were 3-0 up 
within half an hour. We won 3-1, and played 
really well: | think West Adelaide can be easily 
as strong as we were last season." 

In the game against Adelaide City seven players 
were booked, but Boyle didn't seem to mind that the 
game was a real battle. 

“Players were biting anything that moved,” said 
Boyle with a laugh. 

“Last season Rale Rasic described West Adel- 
aide as a team of workers. | don’t disagree entirely 
with the statement but if our formula brings success 
| will not worry. We know our capabilities, and play 
to our strengths.” 

| suggested to Boyle he would have a good 
chance of making the Australian team if he became 
an Australian citizen. ‘ 

“t'd love to play for Australia,”” said Boyle, 
“but | don’t think I’ve got much chance. If 
national coach Rudi Gutendorf plans to have a 
young side, which has been reported, he may 
overlook me. Ill be 30 by the time the next 
World Cup comes around.”’ 

Selection in the national team would lengthen 
Boyle’s career. At present he plans to play for anoth- 
er three years. then turn to coaching. 

“During the close season | gained my senior 
coach's badge,” said Boyle. “I'd like to stay involved 
with soccer after | retire from playing and coaching’ 
would be tremendous.”

Hakoah was heartened by the 
return of defender Anton Dosen. 
The solid former Hellas star 
missed Hakosh's second Ampol 
Cup match with knee cartilage 
trouble. A visit to a specialist 
showed he didn’t need an oper- 
ation, and Dosen wasn't worried 
by the injury against Juventus. 

Coach Frank Micic now has 
three central defenders — Dosen,

Juventus again played with 
four midfielders but was hand- 
somely beaten in this department 
by the Hakoah trio of Jordanou, 
fan Gibson and Stuart Blair. 

Up front, McGuinnes battled 
hard, but wasn't supported. The

“RANK MICIC: I STILL
